Fart oF A Roman THearre.—Tacitus relates the destruction of 
a Theatre, near Rome, during the consulship of Marens Licinius, aod 
Lucius Caipurnins, which appears to have arisen from the same cause 
as the late melancholy accident here, want of sufficient solidity, and 
strength in the building. After describing the heart-rending scene 
which took place on the fall of the Theatre, he says, “ The ruins 
were no sooner removed, than the crowd rushed in to examine the place. 
They gathered the déad bodies :—they clasped them in their arms: 
they imprinted kisses, and often mistook the person. Disfigured faees, 
parity of age, and symilitnde of form and features occasioned the 
greatest confusion; sumbers mistaking their own relativés for those 
of others; not only were those within the walls killed, but an immense 
number who crowded round the outside. The loss of life was. estimated 
at near 50,000.—The bnilder was banished from Rome, as his cupidity 
was the cause of the disaster, and alaw was made, that no person, 
not possessed of a certain sum’ named, a very large ove, should have 
a tight to erect a Theatre in future.”
